[Jad of lanctimony , and innocency of life, rhe 
time of the reſolution of her terrenc tabernacle 
drew neere at: hand, whoſe depoſition,as her ſelte + 
knew by-reuclation, - and:foretould ro one of her' 
virgins, was not farre off . The holy virgin gaue 
vp her ſoule,, to her; heaucnly ſpouſe abour the 
yeare .of our redemption 5 18.

where itlyes together with the venerable bodies 
of S .

PUR happened one day,that no wine could 


be found for the ſacrificall myſtery . The holy 
| young man being then a Deacon, takinge rhe 
cruet , went to the fountaine for water, and by 
inuocating the name of our B . Sauiour, who at 
the marriage feaſt of Cana,connerted cold water 
into good wine , merited tq worke. the ſame {tu- 
pendious ſigne: all who knew of it rendred many 
thankes to God, but the holy ' young man decli- 
ning all ſclfc eſtceme , aſcribed the ppmgnd, of

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that greac frgne, tothe holy BichopYimian.And 
as by this admirable miracle, our. Sauiour made 
this the beginning of the many miracles, which 
himſelfe wrought , ſo did he by it giue the firſt 
manifeſtation of the ſanCftiry of his Bleſled ſer- 
uant S , Columbe .

out of all danger , and bring them ſafe hither , And 
incontinencly -the fouth-wind: ceaſed , and the 
north began to blow.
